This ex-
citement is shared by all the busi-
Dess mep and property owners of
the city who fear thst come negroes
will aitempt to avenge the burnicg
of the levy district by firing the
down-town district. S» far the ne-
grces have not tried to make good
their_fhreats to dynamite the coun-
ty jail'to “even up” with Sheriff
Routzabn for permitting the negro
marderer Dixon to be taken by the
mob Monday evening, without the
shedding of blood to save him. Nt
a fourth of the business district of
the city is under. patrol by either
militia or police, and it looks as if
a close guard would have to be kept
for several days to prevent further
incendiarism. X :

There is little or no disorder, the
mob of 2000 men standing quietly
by watching the spread of the
flames in the neighborbood of
Bpring and Gallagher streets, and
apparently ready tohelp,if it should
show eigne of spreading beyond the
confioes they originally sst for.

At 11:20 the tbreat of the mob,
frequently made through the day
and evening, was finally made good
and a volume of flame was seen to
shoot up from the rear of a place
occupied by “Le=s"” Thomse, a sa-
loon keeper. Preceding the firing
of the bunilding; the mou, at a dis-
tance of 100 feet, ehot at the froat
of the building for half an hour,
but it is not known whether any of
the occupants hed remsioed in the
building, and if they did, whether
any fatalities resulted from tie
shooting.

The fire spread both ways from
Thomas’ place. Itis thought the
mob will ros tolerate any effort of
the fire department 10 put oot the
fire in the levee dietrict, but will
offer no resisiance in tbe attempts
to confine the fire to the buildings
along W ashinglon street, koown
a8 the leves,

At midnight the entire block in
Washington etreet from Gallagher
street west to Sprirg strxt is on
fire with no hope of eaving any of
tbe boildings. The troops from
Cinciin . ti, Miamisburg and Day-
ton, will be heres on a special train
in 15 minutes. They are urgently
needed, and 1t ie entirely probable
the negroes will make good their
threars to fi-e the business districts
of the city and dypamite the jail
and nther county buildiogs.

Throughout the day there wasa
vague unreet in every quarter of
the city. The body of the lynched
negro was taken from the telegraph
pole at tbree o’clock this morning
and wus placed in a little undertak-
ing ehop. Through the forenoon
fully 10,000 people saw the body
and stood about the city in groups.
The police and officiale were worn-
ed, but did oot know what was hest
to do.

At noon the underi:kiog office
was closed. The vasy thrung did
not disperse, and robody seemed
to be working. Early in the even-
ing there were reporte of threatened
trouble, which flew thick and fas',
and the crowds 1n the streets grew
larger. It was romored that the
negroes would attempt t2 burn the
city.

The pulice werein a stale border-
ing on & panic after their horrible
experience at tbe jail the night be-
fore. They had been without eleep,
were rervoas aod at high lension.
They appealed to the mayor and &
council was called.

Io the meantime the crowds in-
creased, The msjority of the mob
seemed to be at the railroad rtation,
almost in the heart of the city “and
close to the levee. The police tried
tn scatter them, but were only par-
tially ruccessful. In this crowd a
pegro fired a shot. There wasa
cry that it was aimed st an officer,
and immediat:ly the wholz contin-
gent of police snd the mob st their
heels with a yell start-d after him.
The negro escaped.

Negroes were not much in evi-
dence thronghout the ¢arly part of
the evening. When they appeared
they wer: greeted with hoots and
yells.
